ANOTHER NOISY JOINT 


"During the winter of 1921 I slipped on the ic> 


streets." writes a correspondent, ''and 
hurt my 


knee. For several days I could scarcely walk and | 
once since I stepped into a hole in the garden and j 
seemed to throw the knee out of joint, causing great | 
pain when I attempted to walk. Xow when I bend | 
the knee there is a sound as of the bones cracking. I 
which can be plainly htfard. and I wonder whether | 
the knee cap is broken or the oil has gone out of ! 
the joint or the gristle is causing the trouble. 
It 


gets quite stiff at times. It feels as though the knee 
cap was cracked when I bend the knee." 


More symptoms than we have allowed to creep 


into this column for a long, long while, but they 
are comparatively unique and for that reason it 
seems sale to expose them here. 


The trouble began with an injury of the knee. 


It probably was not a break or fracture or crack of 
the knee cap (palettal. for if that had happened the 
victim would have been totally disabled for many 
weeks, whereas the primary disability was only "sev- 
eral days." In short, a moderate or minor injury of j 
the knee started the trouble. So we may exclude 
alleged "rheumatism" right off the bat. Of course 
there is no such condition as rheumatism 
any- 


how, 
but it is well to exclude it before we go too 


far, for victims of any and all troubles of the joints 
are prone to have rheumatism if the doctor in the 
case is at all diffident about it. And so many doc- 
tors are still so diffident that I seize this opportunity 
to immunize this particular victim against rheuma- 
tism at a subsequent stage of his derangement. He 
should carry a whistle a- \ the instant anybody 
attempted to hang a diagnosis of rheumatism on 
him, 
blow it three times and turn the miscreant 


over to the police. 


Neither is the oil gone out of the joint. That 


can't happen. There is no oil in the joint to go out. 
to begin with, unless some doctor has injected it 
in the course of experiments on the joint. 


The victim's third guess, that the trouble arises^ 


from the gristle, is probably right. 
The primary j 


injury loosened one of the cartilages of the joint, i 
and the loosened, free or movable cartilage occa- , 
sionally becomes pinched, producing the pain, swell- 
ing and disability which followed stepping into the 
hole ir. the garden, for instance. 
Such occasional 


misstep or twist or movement of the joint often 
( auses locking of the joint until the cartilage is freed 
by manipulation of the knee. Sometimes this acci- 
dent occurs when the victim merely turns in bed, 
or makes a slight falst- movement in ascending or 
descending stairs. It is a rare pleasure for me to 
display my brilliant knowledge of these troubles. 
The cutting follows. 


Weil, since it isn't rheumatism there's no use in 


dieting, taking a bath, moving west or south, puri- 
fying thp blood or an% thing like that. The only 
palliative treatment is a snugly fitted elastic band- 
age, stocking or knee cap or sometimes adhesive 
plaster ^trapping, to sunort the knee and prevent 
pinching of the loose body. There is no cure short 
uf Htircical opening of the joint, and removal of the 
loosened or floating gristle.

be paid in dollars in order to meet her 
liabilities. 
But the new law literally 


bars the way to these goods.

America places us in an impossible 
position. 


"Some say we must not take Amer- 


ica's demand to be paid, too seriously. 
But we cannot but observe the les-

taught 
by the voting on the 


Bonus Bill. The Bonus Bill is a mea- 
sure for granting an indemnity to 
every American soldier who fought 
in the war. which for some would 
amount to 50,000 francs. 
The total 


sum needed for this measure would 
be four billion dollars, or about fifty 
billion francs. 
The payment of the 


European war debt would be largely 
used to make up this sum. 


"It is only right to mention that 


President Harding and the 
majority 


of the Senate arc against the immedi- 
ate voting of this law. Mr. Harding 
declared recently that 
the 
United 


States could not at present bear the 
weight of such a burden, encumbered 
as sho is by a deficit of 650 billion dol- 
lars. Is this weight then which the 
United States declares herself unable 
to bear, to be put on the shoulders 
of England heavily mortgaged, of im- 
poverished Italy, or especially of mu- 
tillated France?"

If this Is the 
case, is it not high time for Europe 
to understand that she must unite at 
all costs in a constructive policy?
